REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With respect to the restriction requirement to claims 16-19 filed on 1/14/2011, as stated in the previous office action, claim 16 
includes a micro-antenna having a flat undulating shape with plural turns and claim 1 8 requires the substrate being made of 
sapphire, aluminum nitride, silicon nitride, boron nitride, or silicon carbide while the original claim 1 recites a micro-antenna 
having a flat meandering shape with plural turns and a substrate which is alumina. Thus, claims 1 6 and 1 8 are drawn to different 
inventions from the invention originally claimed as cited in claim 1 . Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the 
originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the 
merits. Accordingly, claims 16-19 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 
1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The affidavit filed on 4/1/201 1 is sufficient to overcome the rejections to claims 1 -7, and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and 103 (a). Thus, 

the aove rejections are withdrawn. 
In response to the argument that Ichiki/Yin does not teach a flat meandering shape with plural turns extending in alternating directions 

and the examiner fails to establish a prima facie case of obviousness, 

(i) as provided by the applicant, meandering is defined as a route/course with a series of twist and turn (see page 6 of REMARKS) while 

spiral is defined as a flat curved line that winds around a central point (see page 1 0 of REMARKS). As shown in Figure 2. the 
planar spiral coil of Yin has a plurality of concentric semicircles/circles (i.e. plural turns) and some semicircles extend upwardly 
while other semicircles extend downwardly (i.e. plural turns extending in alternating directions. Figure 2 -bottoms). From the 
above definitions, the planar spiral coil of Yin includes a flat curved line and a series of turns (see Figure 2 of Yin).Thus. the 
planar spiral coil of Yin teaches a flat meandering shape with plural turns extending in alternating directions as cited in claim 1 . 

(ii) Furthermore, Yin also indicates that such configuration generates uniform and stable plasma and improves efficiency (page 1517 & 

1519. Figure 4). Therefore, it would be obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art to utilize planar spiral coil with plural turns 
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
